The United Auto Workers Union 
Monday asked the b ig three car 
m akers for a three-months ex ten­ 
sion of pre.sent contracts, which 
run out at the end of May. 
Reuther said his motive was to 
allow time for a gigantic clear 
ance sale to help the car m akers 
m arket 850,000 unsold new cars. 
He suggested the m anufacturers 
cut prices. The union, he said, 
would give up a 6 cents an hour 
productivity increase June 1 b ut 
would insist upon retaining cost of 
living increases and layoff pay 
b e n e f i t s during the sum m er 
month.s. 
General Motors and Ford ac­ 
cused Reuther of stalling in an at­ 
tem pt to improve his b argaining 
position b y withholding threat of 
a strike until the companies start 
production of 1959 models. 
Boh made 
a counterproposal. 
They offered to ex tend the pres­ 
ent contracts for two years, giv­ 
ing workers b uilt-in annual wage 
increases of at least 6 cents an 
hour and also cost of living in­ 
creases.

rocket satellite rocket got off to a 
flashy start Monday night hut fiz­ 
zled in flight and splashed into the 
Atlantic Ocean.

sphere 
equipped 
with 
delicate 
instru­ 
ments to study X rays shooting 
from the sun. The Navy says it 
did gain some important inform a­ 
tion from the ab ortive flight. 
The Navy reported 20 minutes 
after the successful launching that 
the third stage of the vehicle — 
powered b y a solid fuel propellant 
— failed to ignite. Vanguard nev­ 
er cam e close to the 18,000 m.p.h. 
velocity necessary to b oost a sat­ 
ellite into orb it. 
Up to this tim e — through four 
previous firings of the tem pera­ 
mental missile — the first and 
second stages, powered b y liquid 
fuels, 
were 
the

Na \ 7 
headaches. 
It was reported that the first 
two stages performed flawlessly 
this time. 
The first Vanguard satellite, the 
second of three moons fired into 
orb it, 
currently 
is 
circling 
the 
earth in an egg-shapix l arc. 
Racing along in orb it with the 
Navy moon arc the Army’s two 
successful projects, the cylindri­ 
cal Ex plorers 1 and HI, launchtx l 
Jan. 31 and March 26. respective­ 
ly.

X-ray 
ex periment, 
which 
the Navy hoped would shed some 
light on why solar flares inter­ 
rupt 
short-wave communications 
and possib ly cause violent storms 
on earth, apparently died with the 
ü l-fated rocket. 
Officials sax ! there is no hope 
of recovering the second and third 
stages which plunged into the sea 
ab out 1.500 mile 
from here. 
The Vanguard carried its hcavi- 
c.st payload yet, b ut officials >iaid 
this was eompen.-ated b y leaving 
out of ‘his rocket some of the 
b ulky test equipment that accom­ 
panied Vanguard I to an orb it 
March 17.

— The Soviet Union today 
hurled a blistering attack on 
the Eisenhower plan for crea­ 
tion of an Arctic inspection 
system to guard against sur­ 
prise attack. 


Soviet Delegate .Arkady A. So- 
b oleb decHred Russia would not 
take part in negotiations proposed 
b y the United States. Instead, he 
suggested that the whole question 
of safeguards against surprise at­ 
tacks he left to a sum m it confer­ 
ence along with a long list of oth­ 
er prob lems. 
Sob olev addressed the U.N. Se­ 
curity Council after U.S. .Amb as­ 
sador Henry Cab ot Lodge had ap­ 
pealed 
to 
the 
Soviet Union 
to 
agree at least to discuss a lim­ 
ited and ex perim ental system of 
aerial and ground inspection in 
the Arctic. 
The 
Soviet 
delegate 
charged 
that the discussions as proposed 
b y the United States would leave 
the Soviet Union standing alone 
against 
a 
group 
of 
countries 
linked to the United States b y 
military alliances. 
The United States had suggest­ 
ed that the participants include 
the Soviet Union, United States, 
Britain, . France, 
Canada, 
Den­ 
m ark and Norway as well as any 
other Arctic powers which w ant­ 
ed to take part. 
Lodge addressed the 11-nation 
Council as Soviet Foreign Minis­ 
ter Andrei A. Gromyko in Mos­ 
cow dismissed the inspection plan 
as "a m atter of sheer pub licity.” 
Earlier. Sob olev had laid b efore 
the

a 
formal 
proposal 
urging an early sum mit meeting 
and leaving all discussion of mili­ 
tary inspection to such a meeting. 
Lodge took no note of the Soviet 
proposal. 
The Soviet resolution repeated

WASHINGTON — J ustice Departm ent o fficials 
have been jittery a* a cat on a hot tin roof 
o ver the federal g rand jury in New York which 
now appears ready to hold its own independent 
investig atio n of the incom e taxes of Rep Adam 
Clavdon Po well, the Neg ro co ng ressm an from 


Harlem . 
In the sum m er of 19.^. this column reported 
that Mr. Po well, a Dem ocrat, had disco vered 
he w as under tax investig atio n and that three 
o f his secretaries were being indicted under cir­ 
cum stances which involved g iving salary kkk- 
backs to the co ng ressm an. 


Mr. Po well, in the past a rootin’ tootin’ E isen­ 
hower critic, then g ot in touch with Vice P resi­ 
dent Nixon and becam e a rootin’ tootin’ Ei.sen- 
hower booster. As a Dem o crat he urg ed Neg ro es 
to vote Republican 
A special press co nference 
w as arrang ed for him , first in New York by 
Max Rabb, the WTiite House aide, and J ohn 
Ro o sevelt the GOP m em ber of the FDR fam ily. 
Later another press co nference w as arrang ed 
rig ht inside the White House by J im Hag erty 


him self. 


Thereafter the g rand jury investig ating the 
Harlem co ng ressm an m ysterio usly cam e to a 
hah. On Nov. J 4. 196k. this ccdumn reported: 
‘ The U.S. .Attorney’s office in New York wants 
to preas the case ag ainst the co ng ressm an. How­ 
ever. there are indications that the J ustice D e­ 
partm ent planned to drop the case in return for 
P o w ell’s cam paig ning for the R epublicans.” 


Last week, 18 months later, full confirm ation 
of this cam e frw n Thoma« A. Bolan, the assistant 
g rand jury. Asked whether it w as true that on 
M arch 8 . 1957, he w as informed by his superiors 
that on o rd en from Washing ton the U.S. Attor­ 
ney’s o ffice in New York w as abandoning the 
investig atio n and turning it over to the Treasury 
United States atto rney in charg e of the Po well 
D epartm ent, Mr. Bolan replied: 


“ That if co rrect.” 


“ Is it co rrect that you w ere asked to write 
a letter to the Attorney General advising that 
the ca se should be handled by the Treasury 
and that you declined**” 
“ That 11 co rrect,” Bolwi replied 
Mr 
Bolan did not say so. but it was clear 
that he did not g o along with any political fix 
in the Po well case.

Indicative of the jitteryness of .fu.stice Depart­ 
ment o tficials o ver the Po well g rand jury is the 
fact that Herbert Brownell, fo rm er atto rney g en­ 
eral. never held a press co nference in W ashing ton 
after the Po well case cam e up. .New .Mtorney 
General R o g ers has flatly refu.sed to answer 
questio ns about the Po w ell case. 


N o te—In' co ntrast to the J ustice D epartm ent’s 
m aneuvering to stym ie the Po well g rand jury, 
the sam e J u.stice Department called three g rand 
juries in Omaha. K ansas City and St. Louis in 
an effort to try to indict ex-Secretary of the 
Treasury J ohn Snyder and other hig h o fficials 
of the Truman adm inistratio n. In the end fo rm er 
.Assistant .Attorney General Lamar Caudle and 
Matt Connelly, secretary to Truman, w ere CfMi- 
victed. not of taking bribes, g ifts, or of tax 
evasio n, but of "depriving the United Stales of 
their best services.”
